A bolt of lightning which entered 
the insane d ep a rtm en t of the County 
Home du rin g Monday’s severe electri­ 
cal storm shocked a num ber of the 
inm ates and did considerable dam age. 
No one w as seriously h u rt but all 
were thoroughly frightened and many 
were in a highly nervous state for 
some time afterw ard. 
The lightning struck the telephone 
pole located in the courtyard a t the 
Home. F rom there it followed the 
telephone wires into the building and 
ran along the w ires hack through the 
hall until the stroke seemed to divide 
and 
a 
p a rt followed the 
oil 
cloth 
binding on the floor, tearing it up and 
scorching th e floor covering.The other 
portion continued along the wires un­ 
til it came to a door with iron bars 
and a wooden fram e. Following this 
to the floor it tore off the door fram e 
and both bolts united at an iron plate 
a t a recess between the F ront and 
Hear w ards from which It ran to the 
fire escape and then into the ground. 
The occurrence created general con­ 
sternation at the home for some time, 
all 
the residents being 
thoroughly 
frightened, not only in the insane de­ 
partm ent but in all the other build­ 
ings. The thunder was terrific and it 
was several m inutes before all had 
recovered sufficiently to ascertain just 
what dam age 
had been 
done am? 
w hether or not any one was hurt. 
Those who were shocked were given 
attention and recovered quickly. 
It 
was found th at the ashes had been 
blown out of the stove, th a t both tele­ 
phones w ere out of commission and 
th a t ab o u t twenty-five 
light 
bulbs 
were rendered worthless. 
T hat no one was seriously affected 
by the lightning w as considered most 
fortunate.

New l^aw. 


The toll gate* will not speedily be 
removed from the turnpikes in this 
State. T here is to lie a teat of the con­ 
stitutionality of the new law, just 
signed by Governor Tener, giving the 
S tate power to take over turnpike* 
and pay the dam ages when assessed 
a t a later date. It was expected that 
im m ediately upon the enactm ent of 
the law, th e C ham bersburg & Bedford \ same lines wa 
turnpike would be taken over by the presented meet 
state 
highw ay 
commissioner. 
Hon. 
John W. Hoke, representing the high­ 
way departm ent, and Charles Waltei; 
Esq., representing the turnpike com­ 
pany, Monday, agreed upon a form of 
procedure in the m atter. As the audi­ 
tor general m ight refuse to pay the 
bill for the turnpike, on the ground 
th a t it w’as unconstitutional, the a t­ 
torneys have decided to test the con­ 
stitutionality of the act.Action will be 
begun in Fulton county and an appeal 
will be a t once ta k en — on the day the 
case is filed—and heard by the state 
suprem e court in H arrisb u rg in May. 


H unters lic en se and G ettysburg Fund 
Pass. Now Before Governor. 


The S tate Senate Monday 
night 
passed finally the hunters licence hill 
which had already passed the house, 
and the bill providing for the em ­

$195,000 for the G ettysburg

j providing for the transportation to 
G ettysburg of state officials, guests 
of the state and certain honorably dis­

senate finally and were sent to the 
governor.
